The humble resting place of the 


man who invented the typewriter 
will be marked within the next year 
as the result of a movement that ha; 
been started by the National Short- 
hand Reporters' association. A plan 
has been worked out for the solici- 
tation in every school and shorthand 
organization throughout the United 
States. MadisoTi schools will be ask- 
ed to contribute;. 


It has r.ot been generally known 


lhat the first typewriter wc.s invent- 
ed by a former member of the W!s- 
consin legislature, who as a printer 
conceived the idea of the typewriter. 
The "typebasket" pattern machine 
was invented in 1867 by C. Latham 
Sholes, Milwaukee. He was assisted 
in working out the plan by Carlo? 
Glidden and Samut;! W, Soule, both 
of Milwaukee. Sholes was a printei 
by _trade and an editor by profes- 
sion, and at one time was collector 
of the port at Milwaukee. 
During 


the winter 1!?66—'G7 they were 
at 


work developing a new machine for 
printing page 
numbers 
of 
bound 


blank books. One- day Sholes sug- 
gested that such a machine could be 
devised that would print letters and 
words, instead of numbers. 
That 


was the seed. 
The machine was 


completed in 1867 and a patent was 
secured in 1_S6S. 


The machines were 'for

signment was sold to the United 
States army.
